On the basis of evidence in the recdrd in the-instant case, the Cqmmis-'
sion finds that this claimant comes within the terms of the Drye decision;
that .he was an American national at the'requiéite times; that he hes beer
the owner of 1800 shares of stock in the Cia. Azucarera”AtIantica del Golfo ‘
since prior to August 6, 1960; and that he snffered a 1qss in‘the
amount of $61,300.80 within the meaning of Title V of the Act. Furthet,
